"438,453 Increase 


Shown In Year; 
87,430 Conversions 


Volume Reveals 
Expansion Of 
Catholic Institutions 


New York, June 10 — (NC) — 
With an increase of 438,453 over 
the 1945 total, the Catholic popu- 
lation in continental United States, 
Alaska and the Hawaiian Islands 
now numbers 24,402,124, accord- 
ing to statistics compiled for The 
Official Catholie Directory for 1946, 
which just has been issued here 
by P. J. Kenedy & Sons, publish- 
ers. The volume reports the num- 
ber of converts during the year 
as 87,430. an increase of 2,522 
above the total for last vear. 


Substantial gains in the num.- 
ber of Catholics were made in 73 
Sees, it is noted, while in 24 Sees 
no changes were reported, and in 
24 others there were slight de- 
creases; The Directory reports 
three Archdioceses and one Dio- 
cese with Catholic populations in 
excess of 1,000,000 each — the 
Archdiocese of Chicago with 1,- 
687,202; Boston with 1,180,955, and 
New York with 1,115,871, and the 
Diocese of Brooklyn with 1,084,975. 


Increased growth of the Church 
in the United States further is 
indicated in the following statis- 
tics: ° 

1. With the elevation of the Dio- 
cese of Omaha to an Archdiocese, 
the number of Metropolitan Sees 
in yg nation has been increased 
to 22. 


2. An increase of 5629 in the 
clergy during the past brought 
the total of ordained priests in 
the country to 38,980, the largest 
number so far recorded. Profes- 
sed Religious include 6,721 Broth- 
ers, an increase of 127; and 139.- 
218 Sisters, an increase of 1,139, 
of which 61,916 nuns are engaged 
in works others than teaching. 

8. “he Directory lists a record 
total of 14,523 parishes in the 
United States, Alaska and Hawaii. 
There are 13,583 parishes with 
resident pastors, an increase of 
120, and 940 without resident 
clergy, an increase of 101. In ad- 
dition there are 6,124 chapels; 
5,084 missions and 2,316 stations 
where Mass is offered more or less 
regularly, the Directory reports.

The report also put down as 
essential the compulsory reporting 
and registration of all mentally de- 
fective individuals by physicians, 
social agencies, schools or other 
sources of recognition; investiga- 
tion of homes for assurance that 
mental defectives would not become 
delinquents or a menace to them- 
selves or others; placement in fos- 
ter homes or institutions where 
necessary; continued supervision of 
mental defectives in their jobs and 
in society generally. 


Bald as is the invasion of indi- 
vidual rights suggested by the flat 
proposal for sterilization of mental 
defectives, observers here see an 
equally great threat to the pri- 
vacy of the home in the report’s call 
for the investigation of domiciles 
and supervision of mentaliy ill per- 
scns even when they are well 
enough to go out to work. 

A particularly striking portion of 
the report, too, is that in which it 
first says—by way of apparent 

reparation—that adequate provis- 
tk for treatment of mental illness 
presupposes ready access to treat- 
ment by all in need of it, and then 
asserts that this access does not 
exist in the District of Columbia. 
It adds that the fault lies in “ob- 
structive legalities” involved in ad- 
mitting mentally ill residents of the 
National Se a to the psychiatric 
division of

pital for an appendectomy, then 
that is one question. 


But, if the report is arguing 
against the legal procedure that 
permits an individual to fight 
against enforced commitment to a 
hospital for observation or treat- 
ment, then that is something else. 
If the great preponderance of per- 
sons resort to the legal processes 
to avoid commitment to mental in- 
stitutions now, when commitment 
means only observation and treat- 
ment, how many more would want 
to defend themselves if commitment 
meant sterilization ? 

It is hard to think that any ap- 
parently serious-minded group 
would advocate the sweeping away 
of an individual’s legal safeguards, 
calling them “obstructive legali- 
ties.” But, when a group will flat- 
ly and seriously recommend steri- 
lization of the unfit, and believe 
that it is no reflection upon their 
professional standing, one can sus- 
pect that such a group would rec- 
ommend the blasting of individual 
legal rights. After all, the two go 
together. | 

So far, we have not touched upon 
the moral aspects of sterilization, a 
phase which the survey group 
seems utterly to have ignored. And 
yet, when a practice is opposed to 

morals, its practical phases 
(which are open to doubt) should 
not even be co Eugenic 
sterilization may be either volun- 
tary or compulsory. Man is entire- 
ly dependent upon God, and does 
not belong to himself but to God. 
Voluntary sterilization, which im- 
plies mutilation of self, is an inva- 
sion of God’s exclusive dominion 
over man—just as suicide is. The 
State, as a moral personality, is 
bound by the Natural Law of God 
in the same way that individuals 
are bound, and the State has no 
more right to pass legislation which 
in intent and purpose aims at the

Social Union, Fritz Schaeffer, had 
been removed from the post of 
Minister President last year under 
the influence of leftist circles in 
the United States—the Christian 
Social Union elected 800 of its can- 
didates, against 269 Social Demo- 
crats, 89 Communists and 60 can- 
didates of minor groups. 


(It will be recalled that the same 
leftist circles caused the late Gen. 
George Patton to be relieved from 
his office as Military Governor of 
Bavaria, charging him with being 
fevorable to “reactionary forces.”) 

In Greater Hesse, the Christian 
Democratic Union won 150 council 
seats, the Social Democrats 180, the 
Communists only six and minor 
groups 19. 


Final results from Wuerttemberg 
and Baden are not yet available, 
but results from seven major cities 
confirm the general trend observed 
in Bavaria and Greater Hesse. In 
Stuttgart, for instance, the Chris- 
tian Democratic Union obtained 
over 45,000 votes, as against neatly 
59,000 for the Social Democrats and 
2,000 for the Communists. In 
Heidelberg, the Christian Demo- 
crats obtained about 18,000 votes 
against 14,000 for the Social Demo- 
crats and 4,000 for the Communists. 

Between 80 and 90 per cent of 
the registered voters cast ballots, 
thus contradicting those who assert 
that the German people are apa- 
thetic toward resuming political re- 
sponsibility. 

As a result of the election in Ba- 
varia, a Catholic is expected to head 
the new government, replacing the 
Socia} Democrat incumbent, Wil- 
helm Hoegner. Such a step, re- 
flecting the clearly expressed will 
of the people, would have to be con- 
sidered the only truly democratic 
solution. However, leftist elements,

Each day the need for moral 
leadership grows increasingly vis. 
ible, Mr. Oursler said, reviewing 
the . major shortcomings of the 
nation. Referring to the wave of 
“formidable and dangerous 
strikes,” Mr. Oursler asserted that 
where “the blame lies is incidental; 
the fact remains that when all 
negotiations fail, and the strike 
order comes, there can be but one 
conclusion—on one side or the 
other someone wanted too much!” 
The black market, he said, “is 
caused by the meeting of two im- 
moral forces—in him who buys is 
gluttony or pride or covetousness; 
in him who sells is greed.” 

Juvénile delinquency stems from 
a moral breakdown in our national 
life, the speaker said, adding that 
crime has grown to such propor 
tions that “three major crimes 4 
minute is our average” and the 
annual cost of fighting it is more 
than $15,000,000,000. 

“For much of this,” Mr. Oursler 
said, “we may hold accountable the 
secularized education in our public 
schools. You can teach about 
banks and labor unions, about hos- 
pitals and orphanages, about pub- 
lic buildings and art museums, but 
you dare not say one word about 
churches and synagogues in the 
community—for that would be re- 
ligious instruction.

To be specific, let’s suppose 
were to attend a secular Schad. 
Let’s say that you were gradu- 
ated and became a C.P.A. You 
will have many, many tempta- 
tions in the business world. Your 
thinking will be colored by the 
environment in which you find 
yourself. And, by you 
may begin to do things which are 
at the very least questionable. 
Had you been trained in ethics, 
you might not fall prey so easily 
to such secular solicitations. Or, 
again, you might find that the 
largely pagan environment of 
American business was having a 
bad effect upon your “faith”. 
God may seem very, very far 
away. Religion may become a 
sort of pretty nonsense for 
women. This would not happen 
to you if you knew your natural 
theology. Nor would specific 
}dogmas begin to appear ridicu- 
lous if you had had two years of 
apologetics. You would know. 


Trust or Bust 


It is of immense practical im- 
portance to you and to society 
that you should be able to think 
straight, that you should act 
ethically, that you should be re- 
verent. It is important to you 
not least of all because of your 
eternal destiny. It is important 
to society because society cannot 
hold together unless men behave 
according to the requirements of 
the Natural Law. Lying, for ex- 
ample, destroys mutual trust 
among men. No business could 
exist if that trust were entirely 
destroyed. What else is it, by the 
way, which makes all of us a 
little suspicious of the efforts of 
statesmen to mend a _ broken 
world, if it is not that we have, 
to a great extent, learned to dis- 
trust each other? 


If anything were proof of the 
necessity of Catholic education 
today, it is the chaotic state of 
the modern world. Fach of us 
suffers because of this chaos. It is 
most impractical of us to allow 
ourselves to live in such a chaotic 
world. Yet, unless all of us know 
the eternal principles of the 
Natural Law and the eternal 
truths of religion, there is no 
way out of our difficulties. 
Merely knowing these principles 
and truths is not enough, of 
course. But nothing can be done 
unless they are known. 


Precision Thinking 


N ACCOUNTANT, above all, 
should be able to appreciate 

the value of philosophy in the 
curriculum, for an accountant 
must think continually in terms 
of ends and means; he must ap- 


|proach a problem scientifically ; 


he must be exact to the jot and 


‘tittle. Why anyone should train 


himself to think with great pre- 
cision in business matters and 
then allow himself to live on a 
merely emotional, irrational level, 
it is hard-to imagine. A good 
accountant knows how foolish it 
is to falsify his business ac- 
counts; why should he not see 
how foolish it is for him to fal- 
sify and attempt to “juggle” the 
accounts of his life? Yet, unless 
as a student he has learned to 
think accurately, to weigh ends 
‘and means, to keep himself “out 
of the red” on God’s “books”, so 
to speak, he is never fully him- 
self, never all that he might be- 
come. Nor will he be happy even 
in this life. 


Viewing the Total.

ed what is right and what is 
wrong and why. And a right 
sense of values admits of fewer 
temptations. You will not find 
yourself—and perhaps this will 
appeal to the earnest, practical 
man of business — wishing, on 
Sundays, that you were back in 
the office because you slept late, 
the paper bores you, you feel a 
bit on the grouchy side, and your 
family gets on your nerves. You 
will not because you will have 
gone to early Mass, you will have 
received Communion, and you 
will have learned through the 
practice of religion to enjoy some 
of the simpler things of life.

Mr. W. H. Corkrean of Washing- 
ton, D. C., has a son-—Jr,—buried 
in Margratin National Cemetery 
in Holland. 


“We learned,” writes Mr. Cork- 
rean, Sr., “through the Cemetery 
Commander the name of a nice 
little Catholic girl who visits our 
son’s grave every week and places 
tulips on it. She has sent us pic- 
tures of his grave and of the 
Cemetery generally. She writes 
faithfully about every ten days— 
and in English. 

“We thought we had given much, 
but when we heard her story we 
knew that others had suffered 
much. Her father was city clerk 
and tax collector of their city and 
was a member of the Dutch Under- 
ground. They had two Jews hid in 
their basement for two months. 
Someone gave them away and the 
father was taken to the Dachau 
Concentraiton Camp and was exe- 
cuted—body cremated. 

“This little girl never asks for 
anything, but is always tellings us 
how sorry she.is for us that our 
son had to die so far away from 
home and how glad she is to take 
care of his grave.”

Clare Booth Luce Says We Can Defeat Communism 
Here ‘Simply By Being Christian’ 


RS. Clare Booth Luce, speaking in New York re- 
cently, tells how Communism can be checked in this 


country : 


“The American Communist is not a menace, but the re- 
ligion of Communism is not as it opposes our economic ideas, 
but as it opposes our religious ideas. It is a menace on an 


ever-widening and ever deepening 


front all over the world. For Com- 
munists and Communism, as I say, 
are fundamentally material, and 
Christianity is fundamentally spiri- 
tual. Christianity is dedicated to 
love and peace among all men; and 
Communism is dedicated to war and 
hatred. Christianity seeks to glorify 
God; Communism denies him. Com- 
munism denies individual richts; 
Christianity exalts them. Chris- 
tianity insists on the rights of. pri- 
vate property insofar as they are 
not exercised to abuse the com- 
munity. The other denies property 
rights, however much this may hurt 
or hamper the individual. 

“Communism says that man and 
all his institutions and all his en- 
terprises are the tools and the 
agents and, if need be, the slaves 
of the State; Christianity teaches 
that the State is the servant of man 
and his institutions. One says the 
State is omnipotent; the other says 
that only God is all-powerful. One 
denies the validity of the family 
unit; the other says that the 
family unit is the fundamental unit 
of every society. One disrupts the 
home; the other seeks to preserve 
it. One demands warfare; the other 
seeks to ameliorate ail racial and 
group frictions. One says that the 
only participation a man may have 
in polities is to point a predestined 
finger at a pre-selected candidate 
and call him elected. In a Chris- 
tian democracy, every man is a 
politician, who simply allows some 
to hold office. 

“In a Communist State, all police 
powers are delegated from above to 
a few individuals. In a democratic 
state, every man is a policeman, 
who simply allows a few to wear a 
uniform. Communism says that a 
man has the right to sav only what 
he is told to say and do what he 
must. Christianity says he has the 
right to say what he will and to do 
what he ought. ... 

“Tt is to be noted throughout the 
world today that those who refuse 
to fall on their knees in a world in 
which we live are generally in the 
end driven to them anyway by a 
tyrant. But the difference is that a 
man who falls on his knees of his 
own free will is allowed by God to 
rise a free man. But when you are 
driven to them, no dictator ever lets 
you get up.... 

“And also I prefer not to tell 
you what our Government can do 
abroad to combat Communism. I'd 
rather tell you what each of us can 
do here. We can all conquer Com- 
munism simply by being Christian. 

“Now, that is not as simple as it 
seems, because, unhappily, it is not 
so simple to be a Christian, which 
is, incidentally, precisely why there 
are so many Communists. But I 
think there is a vast personal ex- 
haltation and excitement and even 
joy in living in an age where one’s 
beloved faith is so deeply and even 
dangerously challenged. All 
that is asked of us, if we don’t wish 
to. see Communism in America, is 
to become ‘Christophers,” which is 
to say ‘Bearers of Christ’—every 
day, every way, every day in all our 
thoughts, in our attitudes, in ow. 
actions,*to be Christians. ... 

“Christianity hasn't failed—~—be- 


cause it hasn’t been tried. Now, let 
each of us try a little harder to be 
Christians in our dealings with our 
neighbors, in all of our conver-a- 
tions and our attitudes toward the 
public problems of today, and see 
who gets the most fellow-travelers 
we or the Communists on the block, 
Let us forget the defeats of our 
statesmen and what they have suf- 
fered at Potsdam and Yalta and 
London, and may yet suffer in 
Paris. Let’s count on ourselves and 
not them to secure America against 
all possibility of being Communist, 
by each of us, being Christians and 
making as many converts as 
possible.”

Part Two Of The Plan 

Miss McGill, the second part of 
my plan is more far-reaching. It 
calls for an organization, similar 
to our sodalities, for young married 
couples.

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Beatification 
Heroic Courage 


OF 


‘Who Was Murdered By Communists 


BY FRANCISCO de LUIS 


Badajoz, Spain, June 10.—The story of the quiet heroism 
with which a Spanish Jesuit priest went to his death at the 
nands of the Reds during the civil war in ‘Spain was brought 
out in connection with proceedings inaugurated here in the 


cause of his beatification. 


It was on the dawn of the Feast of the Nativity of the 


Virgin—September 8, 1936 
arte ie Rev. Ricardo Tena 
Montero de Espinosa, S.J., heavily 
leaning on his cane, walked slowly 
through the streets of the town of 
Azagua, escorted by red militia- 


w'Sevetal times, on his way to the 
site of execution, the priest asked 
his guards to kill him then, because 
he could not keep on going. But, 
pitilessly, they drove him on. When 


the cemetery was reached, the 


guards jeered Father Tena. They 
sought to incite him to blasphemy, 
even promising to spare his life. 

The steadfastness and courage 
of Father Tena in the face of 
death even moved one of the mili- 
} tiamen to exclaim: “I will not kill 
this man.” 

And then they shot Father Tena. 
He faced his executioners. He 
formed the Cross with his arms 
| and died, erying out loud: “Hail 
| Christ the King.” 

All these facts form part of the 
evidence presented by witnesses at 
the proceedings taken at the in- 
stance of the Rev. Domingo Galvez 
Martinez, Superior of the Jesuit 
residence here, who is Vice Postu- 
lator of the cause. After 25 wit- 
' nesses have been heard, further 
hearings will be held to compile 
and examine the writings of Fath- 
er Tena. Then a decision will be 
taken whether or not to proceed 
with the cause. 

Father Tena, who was in feeble 
health, came to the town of Aza- 
gua with his sister and her chlidren 
in July, 1986. He had been urged 
to seek refuge in nearby Portugal 
but he declined, pointing to the in- 
structions of his Superiors. Dur- 
ing the following months the house 
where he lived was searched sev- 
eral times for hidden arms, but the 
priest remained unmolested. 

On September 6, 1936, the priest 
was questioned again. He revealed 
his identity as a priest and a Jes- 
uit. The militiamen cursed him and 
the Society of Jesus, but Father 
Tena sought to convince them of 
their error and spoke to them of 
religion. The men left. Father Tena 
recited the Divine Office and told 
his relatives that the men would 
come back next morning and take 
him away, that they would seek to 
force him into blasphemy, that he

It happened just as Father Tena 
had predicted. When he was ‘taken 
to militia headquarters, people in 
the street pointed at him, saying 
“there goes the Saint.” The priest 
was thrown into a dark damp cell. 
When they tried to take away his 
rosary, a crucifix and scapular, the 
priest said: “These you cannot 
take from me, not as long as I 
live.” 

They insulted him. They lashed 
him when he refused to blaspheme 
the name of God. Never did Father 
Tena lose his calmness: “If you 
want to kill me because I believe 
in God, you may do so because I 
shall continue to believe. For me, 
not this but the other is the real 
life. You can take away the life 
of the body but not that of the 
soul,” he told his guards. 
Father Tena spent the night be- 
fore his death in prayer. 

He was at first buried in a com- 
mon grave, but three months later, 
after his body had been identified, 
it was moved and re-interred in his 
family’s burial-place. Later, after 
a crypt had been built by popular 
subscription in the chapel of the 
Santo Cristo del Humilladero as a 
memorial for the victims of the 
revolution from the town of Aza- 
gua, Father Tena’s earthly re- 
mains were translated there. 
Father Tena was born in Azagua 
on December 28, 1877. Early in 
life he decided to become a priest 
and entered the Society of Jesus 
on August 3, 1894. He took his 
final vows on February 2, 1919.

Opposition Shown 
To Anti-Religious 
School Proposals 


Budapest, June 10. — (NC)— 
The people of the towns and yil- 
lages in Hungary have reacted 
vigorously to the proposal to with- 
draw state aid to church schools 
and to halt religious education. 
Hundreds of thousands of private 
individuals, Catholic societies and 

ishes have flooded government 
eaders with telegrams of protest. 

In a similar action, thousands of 
Catholic parents held a mass meet- 
ing in the southern Hungarian 
town of Kalocsa. The meeting was 
featured by the unexpected appear- 
ance of His Eminence Josef Car- 
dinal Mindszenty, Primate of Hun- 


ary. 

The Cardinal, who was received 
with great enthusiasm, announced 
in his address that Lutherans and 
Calvinists are aligning themselves 
with Catholics in the struggle to 
maintain sectarian education in 
Hungary. 

The meeting adopted a seven- 
point resolution, the main points 
of which were the following: “We 
are willing to pass over without 
discussion all offenses and dis- 
crimination against us in the past; 
we regretfully point out that 
church—and particularly Catholic 
—schools and the teaching of reli- 
gion are the object of organized 
attacks, in violation of laws enact- 
ed this year which guarantee free- 
dom of religion; we persist in our 
support of confessional schools, be- 
cause in their development we wish 
to form the most faithful servant 
ef democracy’s future, the Chris- 
tian Hungarian.” 

The Catholic weekly New Man 
has published a provocative and 
widely read article on the rela- 
tions between Church and state in 
Hungary. The article comes to this 
conclusion: “A country which is 
predominantly Catholic being de- 
prived of intercourse with the head 
of the Church is in itself an im- 
possible situation, and the lack of 
diplomatic relations leads, after 
due time, to hostility.”

rliamentary elections held in Czechoslovakia since the 
war are attributed by People’s Democracy, Prague daily 
newspaper of the pro-Catholic Popular party, to the poliey 
of strong action pursued by communists since they assumed 
power here after the liberation, and to the distribution of 


Sland to their followers who were 


settled in frontier regions from 
which German farmers had been 
expelled. 

While communists were able to 
treble their strength, compared 
with pre-war figures, the Popular 
party only doubled it, and the com- 
parative weakness of the Popular 
party vote is one of the surprises 
of the election. 

In the Czech lands (Bohemia and 
Moravia), 2,205,658 communist 
votes were cast, about 40 per cent 
of the total. In Slovakia the com- 
munist vote of 490,257 is but 380 
per cent of the total. The Popular 
party, which had candidates in 
Bohemia and Moravia only, ob- 
tained 1,100,920 votes, about 20 
per cent of the votes. 

One of the inexplicable features 
of the election is the fact, just 
announced here, that in Czech 
lands 852,777 persons whose names 
appeared in the registers of quali- 
fied voters failed to appear at the 
polls. It is believed that among 
them are many rsons. against 
whom legal pi Bt had recent- 
ly been started on charges of col- 
laboration with Germans during 
the occupation. 

(Under Czechoslovak election 
law, exercise of the right to vote 
is compulsory for all persons over 
the age of 18. Those who do not 
vote are liable to punishment ue 
less they can present a legitimate 
excuse to the election board. Those 
charged with collaboration were not 
entitled to vote.) 

In Slovakia, more than 120,000 
persons were deprived of their 
right to vote, most of them persons 
accused of collaboration with the 
Germans and of supporting the 
former Slovak regime. Close to one 
million votes were cast in Slovakia 
for the Democratic party, which 
obtained 61.5 per cent of the vote 
in that territory. This is regarded 
as a victory for the Slovak Catho- 
lies, the majority of whom cast 
their votes in favor of the Demo- 
cratic party. 

When the Democratic party of 
Slovakia was formed about one 
year ago it was under Protestant 
control, but shortly before the elec- 
tions the party completely changed 
its attitude and tactics toward 
Catholicism, filling some promi- 
nent party posts with Slovak Cath- 
olic leaders and inviting all Catho- 
lics in Slovakia to support the 
Democratic ticket.

City-Wide Convert Class 
Of 230 Adults Largest 
On Record Here 


Fort Wayne—Pentecost Sunday, 
traditional first Communion and 
Confirmation day at the Cathedral 
of the Immaculate Conception was 
observed with great solemnity, 
morning and afternoon. Two hun- 
dred seventy-one persons, including 
930 adult converts, a city-wide class 
from all of the Fort Wayne par- 
ishes, 33 Cathedral first communi- 
cants and eight other boys and 


irls formed the Confirmation class 
Sunday afternoon at 3 o’clock. The 
class was the largest on record here 
and attendance at solemnities filled 
the church to overflowing. _ 

The Most Rev. John Francis Noll, 
D.D., Bishop of Fort Wayne, pon- 
tificated and delivered the sermon. 
All of the monsignori of the city 
and a number of priests, assisted 
at the Cathedral services, where 
the Rt. Rev. Msgr. Thomas M. Con- 
roy, rector, was in charge, assisted 
by the Rev. Stanley L, Manoski, 
and the Rev. Eugene Zimmerman. 
Deacons to Bishop Noll were, the 


Rev. Charles F. Girardot, pastor of 


St. Joseph’s, and his assistant the 
Rev. James K. Hayes. The V. Rev. 
Henry A. Hoerstman, pastor of St.

Notre Dame, Ind., June 11—Vic- 
tory for the MRP (Popular Repub- 
lican Movement) in the French 
elections is interpreted by Andre 
Rauget, of Paris, France, promi- 
nent French youth leader now 
visiting the United States, as a 
triumph for “French patriotism and 
common sense over disloyal ele- 


ments who would make France a 
satellite of Soviet Russia.” 

Mr: Rauget was interviewed at 
the University of Notre Dame 
which he visited this weekend in 
connection with projected plans 
to form an international student 
organization patterned after the 
United Nations. He is president 
of the influential Young Christian 
Students of France (Jecists) which 
with its counterpart, the equally 
powerful Young Christian Work- 
ers (Jocists), furnished many 
prominent leaders for the MRP. 

The MRP victory, Mr. Rauget 
emphasized, represented not only 
a resounding defeat for the 
French Communists, but also indi- 
cated that an increasingly large 
number of French people appre- 
ciate that the MRP is strong, de- 
termined and progressive, and, 
above all, has the forthright ob- 
jective of accomplishing the great- 
est social and economic good for 
the greatest possible number of 
people in France. 

Questioned about the attitude of 
the MRP towards Soviet Russia, 
he said that the French people, as 
a whole, “are very much disturbed 
by Soviet imperialism in other 
parts of the world.” 

“There is, however, a tendency to 
exaggerate the Communist 
strength in France,” he added. “Not 
every Frenchmen who votes the 
Communist ticket belongs to the 
Communist party. Many people 
vote that ticket because they think 
it is the party of social liberation. 
The problem, then, is social rather 
than political. I do not take too 
seriously Soviet Russian attempts 
to stir up revolution in France.”
